ipped, So Cajrian, Images of the Trinity arc 
paired in the Komen Church, not only that, they 
may be ſhewed or looked on, as the C uns of 
old time were ia the Temple, bur that they may be 
adored, 3. The Papiſts (agreeably to the Pagans) 
afficm, that they ufe in their religious wor- 
(hip, as ſenſible helps to excite and ſtir up their De- 
votion and fix their nations upon. When the 
Council of Nice had: eſtabliſhed the worſhip of che 
Images of Chriſt, the Virgia Afary all the 
Saiars, according to the lency and Venerabili- 
ty of their Prototypes, they add this Reaſon (as Fho-

of Images the Souls of Men wire Gnafporecd devon 
them , and carried up in Ecftatical Raptures to 
an Union with God himſelf. Which is no more 
than what Pope Adrien,who influenced thatCouncil, 
writes to the Empreſs rene and her Son Conſtantine , 
In the whole Chriſtian world (lays he) the holy Ima- 
ges are honoured, or — Believers , Ut per 
wiſibilem vultum ad inviſibilem Divinitats Majeſts- 
tem mens moſtra ſpiritual affetis rapiatur, 1,0, That 
by that ſenſible Figure our Mind may be carried by 
a ſpiritual affeftion to the inviſible Majeſty of the 
Divinity, By which Teſtimonies it is clear as the 
Meridian Light, that the Remaniſfs worſhip Images 
as helps toquicken and draw up their affe&tions in a 
more inflamed and vigorous manner to the Deity 
they adore, 

d though the great Sticklers for Image- worſhip, 
uſe many Niceties,and raiſe a Cloud of Duſt by their 
ſubtil Diſtinctions to blind the Eyes of the TRogey 
that they may not ſee to the botrom of this their 
groſs Idolatry, yet can they never clear themſelves 

om that foul and de e Crime, For though 
the Council of Trent expreſs no particular, but only 
with great caution define that due honour and wor- 
ſhip be given to Images : yet by referring us to the 
lecond Council of Nice, it is plain that the Coun- 
cil of Trent decreed the ſame that the Nicene Coun- 
cil had done before ; and the Nicene Synod decreed 
ſuch worſhip to be due to Images, as the Council of 
Francfort (ard was not due, bur condemned by the 
SCrIP- 
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Scriptures and rhe conſtant Practice of the Primitive 
Church. To this purpole there 1s a Story.in Roger 
Heveden, 4 Native Hiſtorian of the Aﬀairs of Bri- @. 1. An- 
tain :: Charles the French King (lays he) ſent « Sy- = _ 
model into Britain, direited wnto him from Conftan- 
tinople, in the which Book many things (out alas) in- 
convenient, and repugnant to right Faith were found , 
ot it was confirmed a moſt by the unanimous con- 
ent of all the Eaſtern Doltors, no leſs than three hun- 
dred or more, That [mares ought to be worſbipted ; 

which thing the Church of Gol doth altogether acteſf 
and abhor. Againſt which Synodal Book Albinus 
wrote an Epiſtle marvellouſly confirmed by Autho- 
rity of Divine Scripture, and carried the ſame to the 
French King, together with the forclaid Book, in 
the name of our Biſhops and Princes. And not on- 
ly in Brit«in, but in other places, this abominable 
Practice of Image-worthip was condemned by the 
beſt and wileſt Sagadrngno wr yo The 
Council of Elibers in Spain, forbad the uſe of Pi- z1iver. 
ures in Churches, for this reaſon, Lef rhat which <a». 36. 
js worſhipped, or adored, be painted upon the Walls, 
To the ſame purpoſe the fourth Council at Con- 
[fantimople cites the ſame words of Epiphaniae againſt 
placing Images in Churches. Thus another Synod 
at Conſlantineple ws wa Gary 8 Biſhops under ,,, *' 
Conſtantine Copronymus, fo religious uſe of 
Ima in Churches, or out of them. And fo 
much of their Decree as prohibited the worſhip of 
Images, was again confirm'd by the Council of 
Francfort, where the Biſhops of 1ra/y, France, and 
Germany were allembled by the command of the 


Emperour Charles the Great, to that purpoſe. To 
H theſe 
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cheſe we may add the Council of Mears, and the 
ſecond Council of Sens, in which Image-wortkip 
was oppoſed and cautioned againſt. And a Greet 
NR —_— us, that ems IG 

mperour, who led his Army to the Conqueſt of 
the Holy Lamwd, entered into Semads, the Chriſtians 
of thoſe Parts did lovingly receive them, becauſe the 
worſhip of Images was not admitted amongſt chem, 
as amongſt other Northern People, And laſtly, for 
the Do&trine and Practice of the firlt and bell bane 
of the Church, it was very remarkable what is told 
by Al/us go cmqge in the Life of Alexander Seve- 
rus, That when Adria» the Emperour had com- 
manded Churches to be built without Images, it 
was ſuppoſed he intended them for the ſervice of 
Chriſt: Tha» which (\aith that leamed Biſhop Dr. 
Taylor) there needs mo greater, or clearer Inſtance of 
the Dofilrine and Prattice of the holy Primitives, 

But I had almoſt forgotten the Popifh Confecrari- 
on of Images, which runs exa&tly Parallel with that 
of the Hearhens, Of the Pagans it is reported that 
rhey conſecrated the Statues and Images of their 
Gods with certain Prayers and Ceremomies, (before 
they paid any Religious Veneration to them,) by 
vertue whereof they fuppoled ſome extraordinary 
Powers, of Vertues, were zcquired and reſided in 
them, Such were all thoſe Telefmatical Images 
which were conſecrated to certain parpoles, vis 
to ſtop the rage and fury of Fire, or fadden Inun- 
dations , or to hinder the ſudden Incurfions of Ene- 
mies > To which laſt porpoſe I remember Mr. Gre- 

ory Cites a Story of certain Telefrnarical Starues, or 
ma ,tad in the Ground opon the Bordersof —_—

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I know nothing now that can by any Papiſt be 
brought , with any ſhew of realon, to invalidate 
what I have here ſaid, unleſs it be that common lub- 
terfuge, thar they are indeed forbidden to make or 
worlhip-the Image of any falle God, but that they 
are not interdicted the worthipping of the true 
God, or his Saints, in Images and Statues. The va- 
nity and foolery of which Plea, though it have been 
already demonſtrated by divers learned Perlons, yet 
I hall here reply ſomething to it, partly to gratitic 
the ſincere and unprejudiced Reader, and withal, to 
render my Diſcourſe upon this Point more unexcep- 
tionable and entire. 

Firſt therefore, I ſay, that the ſecond Command- 
ment in the Decalogue forbids both the making of 
an —_ to the true God, and likewiſe the worthip- 
ping of Images, in reference to Saints and Angels. 
And whereas the Papiſts do grant, that the Precepe 
binds ſtrongly as to the Prohibitioa of the worſhip 
of the Images of falſe Gods, I ſhall rake the advan- 
tage of this their Conceſſhon, and make ule of ir to 
overthrow, even out of their own mouths, their 
Dottrine of. worſhipping Images , in reference to 
Saints and Angels. Thus therefore I argue , There 
is No more than one God, ye —— reſt no otherwiſe 
made Gods , than by giving Religious worſhip to 
them , of- which execlin Images to 
them, and bowing to. them, is one Mode: And 
therefore theſe Saints and Angels to whom Religi- 
ous worſhip is given by a Law, do ipſo ſa#o become
